I.  OF  THE  SCRIPTURES. 

Wo  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible  was  written  by 
men  divinely  inspired,  and  is  a  perfect  treasure  of 
heavenly  instruction ;  that  it  has  God  for  its  author, 
salvation  for  its  end,  and  truth  without  any  mixture 
of  error,  for  its  matter ;  that  it  reveals  the  principles 
by  which  God  will  judge  us ;  and  therefore  is,  and 
shall  remain  to  the  end  of  the  world,  the  true  centre 
of  Christian  union,  and  the  supreme  standard  by 
which  all  human  conduct,  creeds,  and  opinions  should 
be  tried. 

2  Tim.  3:15-17;  2  Pet.  3:21;  Isa.  8:20. 

II.  OF  THE  TRUE  GOD. 

We  believe  that  there  is  one,  and  only  one,  living 
and  true  God,  an  infinite,  intelligent  Spirit,  whose 
name  is  Jehovah,  the  Maker  and  Supreme  Ruler  of 
heaven  and  earth;  inexpressibly  glorious  in  holi¬ 
ness,  and  worthy  of  all  possible  honor,  confidence, 
and  love ;  that  in  the  unity  of  the  Godhead  there  are 
three  persons,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost ;  equal  in  every  divine  perfection,  and  execut¬ 
ing  distinct  but  harmonious  offices  in  the  great  work 
of  redemption.

III.  OF  THE  FALL  OF  MAN. 

We  believe  that  man  was  created  in  holiness,  un¬ 
der  the  law  of  his  Maker ;  but  by  voluntary  trans¬ 
gression  fell  from  that  holy  and  happy  stale ;  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  which  all  mankind  are  now  sinners,  not 
by  constraint,  but  choice  ;  being  by  nature  utterly

tent,  and  obedient  faith ;  and  that  nothing  prevents 
the  salvation  of  the  greatest  sinner  on  earth,  but  his 
own  inherent  depravity  and  voluntary  rejection  of 
the  gospel ;  which  rejection  involves  him  in  an  aggra¬ 
vated  condemnation.

VII.  OF  GRACE  IN  REGENERATION. 

We  believe  that,  in  order  to  be  saved,  sinners  must 
be  regenerated,  or  born  again ;  that  regeneration 
consists  in  giving  a  holy  disposition  to  the  mind  : 
that  it  is  effected  in  a  manner  above  our  comprehen¬ 
sion  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  connection 
with  divine  truth,  so  as  10  secure  our  voluntary  obe¬ 
dience  to  the  gospel ;  and  that  its  proper  evidence 
appears  in  the  holy  fruits  of  repentence,  and  faith, 
and  newness  of  life.

VIII.  OF  REPENTANCE  AND  FAITH. 

We  believe  that  repentance  and  faith  are  sacred 
duties,  and  also  inseparable  graces,  wrought  in  our 
souls  by  the  regenerating  Spirit  of  God  ;  whereby 
being  deeply  convinced  of  our  guilt,  danger,  and 
helplessness,  and  of  the  way  of  salvation  by  Christ, 
we  turn  to  God  with  unfeigned  contrition,  confession, 
and  supplication  for  mercy ;  at  the  same  time  hearti¬ 
ly  receiving  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Prophet, 
Priest,  and  King,  and  relying  on  him  alone  as  the 
only  and  all-sufficient  Saviour.
